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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed January 6, 2005. By the 
amendment, claims 1, 3, 5 have been amended. No claims were canceled, and no new claims 
were added. Claims 1-6 are pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over XXX (U.S. 
Patent No. Guinta et al. (US Patent No. 6,161,101). 

As per claim 1, Guinta et al disclose a data storage medium storing a plurality of inquiries 
regarding the performance of an employee of a business and a plurality of behavior based 
responses for each of the plurality of inquiries (col. 3, lines 62 through col. 4 line 13), with each 
of the plurality of behavior based responses having a value assigned according to the desirability 
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to the business of the behavior based response (See figure 4, and col. 8, lines 6-20), an interface 
coupled to the data storage medium to present the plurality of inquiries and the plurality of 
behavior based responses for each of the plurality of inquiries and to receive a selected behavior 
based response for each of the plurality of inquiries to store the assigned value of the selected 
behavior based response (col. 3, lines 7-15, and col. 4, lines 19-30), a processor coupled to the 
data storage medium to retrieve the values and to transform the values into at least one measure 
of performance, and an output coupled to the processor to provide the at least one measure of 
performance in one of human readable form and machine readable form (i.e., presenting the 
performance data in any suitable format) (col. 3, line 62 through col. 4 line 13; col..l 1 line 25 
through 12 line 20). 

As per claim 2, discloses wherein the at least one measure of performance is individual 
employee performance, a departmental performance average (col. 4, lines 31-51). 

Claim 3 is a computer readable medium storing a computer program for evaluating a 
business of apparatus claim 1. Therefore claim 3 is rejected under the same rationale relied upon 
of claim 1 . 

Claim 4 is a computer readable medium storing a computer program for evaluating a 
business of apparatus claim 2. Therefore claim 4 is rejected under the same rationale relied upon 
of claim 2. 

Claim 5 is a method for evaluating a business of apparatus claim 1. Therefore claim 5 is 
rejected under the same rationale relied upon of claim 1 . 

Claim 6 is a method for evaluating a business of apparatus claim 2. Therefore claim 6 is 
rejected under the same rationale relied upon of claim 2.
